CH 50000. This amendment drops the CH designation. 

Henderson - Licensed for U1 5000/28, station was granted a CP to increase 
the nighttime power to become U1 5000/48. This amendment asks to di- 
plex their signal into the existing 249' tower of KSHP-1400 at N36-12-39 W115- 
09-47 and retain the 28 Watt nighttime power.

KCPW UT Tooele - Licensed for U8 50000/13 CH 3100, station has a CP to increase 
night and CH powers to become U8 50000 days/178 CH 35000. This amend- 
ment asks to change the city-of-license to Magna, to build two new towers at 
a different site, and become U8 50000/225 CH 35000. 

NEW CA Elk Grove - This application, not yet approved, had applied for U4 50000/ 
50000. This amendment lowers the nighttime power, making the application 
read U4 50000/10000. 

NEW FL Ensley - This application, not yet approved, submitted several amendments 
to their initial application for, and finally decided to go with U2 10000/250.

Fallon - New station, not yet on the air, has a CP for U1 10000/280 CH 
10000. The FCC denied this amendment which asked to relocate the facility 
and adjust the power levels to become U1 7500/300 CH 7500. 
Brunswick - Station had a CP to lower daytime power, but asked that it be 
rescinded. Station remains U1 1000/66. 
Destin - Station had a CP to increase power to 2200 Watts, but has asked to 
rescind that request. They remain D1 1000/0. 
Geneva - Station had applied to increase daytime and nighttime power lev- 
els to become U1 1400/172. The FCC has denied the request as of 7/26/ 
2004. Station remains U1 1000/35. 
Wheeling - Capstar, the licensee of WWVA, submitted a letter withdrawing 
the proposed move of this station to Stow, Ohio (see Auction 84 items, DX 
News, Issue 24). The FCC has complied and the application has been dis- 
missed as of July 19. 
Valparaiso-Niceville - Station had a CP to reduce their power level to be- 
come U1 920/920, but has asked to rescind that request. So, they remain U1 
1000/1000. 
Burbank - As near as I can make out, interpreting FCC lawyer-speak, this 
unbuilt station was granted an extension to their CP for U4 50000/4300 to 
April 25, 2002.

CANADIAN NEWS 


O CHUM Limited has requested that the license of CFJR-830 Brockville, Ontario be revoked as the 
FM station built to replace CFJR is up and running. The CRTC was happy to oblige. So you can 
scratch out/white out, line out the listing for CFJR in your AM Log. You have one, don't you??? 


Anyway, | recall the big push to occupy the frequencies of the former 1-A clear channel sehen 
over the past 10-15 years. Now, it seems, it wasn't such a good idea after all. They shoulda gone the 
FM route in the first place ... The CRTC has received the following applications: CFFX-960 Kingston, 
Ontario is asking to add a low power (50 Watts) FM station at 93.7 MHz at 48.8 metres in order to 
improve its signal in the downtown core area of Kingston. CFFX states that the population in the 
core downtown area, and in areas adjacent to it are experiencing drops in signal volume and inter- 
ference. They claim the addition of an FM transmitter is the most economical way to improve the 
signal; CJNS-1240 Meadow Lake, Saskatchewan has applied to convert its facility to 102.3 MHz 
with 45,000 Watts ERP at 157.7 metres. They would simulcast the programming of the new FM 
station on CJNS for a period of six months from the date of implementation of the new station; The 
CBC has proposed to replace CBXJ-860, their 40-Watt repeater of CBX-740 Edmonton at Jasper, 
Alberta with an FM station at 98.1 MHz with 259 Watts ERP at -496.6 metres. The CBC is requesting 
permission to simulcast the programming of CBX] on the AM band for a period of three months 
from the date of implementation of its new FM transmitter. The CBC would cease operation of AM 
transmitter at Jasper after this period. The Commission will only proceed with this application at 
the public hearing if advised by the Department of Industry, at least twenty days prior to the hear- 
ing, that it is technically acceptable; and CKKC-880 Nelson, British Columbia is asking to covert 
to 106.9 MHz with 2000 Watts at 391.3 metres. They are requesting permission to simulcast the 
programming of the new FM station on CKKC for a period of three months from the date of imple- 
mentation of the new station. CKKC intends to operate the existing transmitters CKKC-1-FM 
Crawford Bay, CKZX-FM-1 Kaslo, CKBS-FM Nakusp, and CKZX-FM New Denver as rebroadcast- 
ing stations of the proposed new FM station. 


HEAR AND THAR 

O Fines - Station executives should read this column... . if for nothing more than to see what the 
FCC is fining stations for. Same old story . . . every issue: public records and secure tower gates. 
Let's see who got caught this time: WPHX-1220 Sanford, Maine has been levied the amount of 
$13,600 for having their studio and public files housed at their office in Portland. Too far for the 
inspector to walk! Tack on another $13,600 for the same violations for their FM’er. Double your 
pleasure! WXMC-1310 Parsippany-Troy Hills, New Jersey has been fined $6,300 for failing to lock 
the tower fences. WSEV-930 Sevierville, Tennessee has been fined $2,400 for not updating their 
antenna structure registration information when it bought the tower. KLEY-1130 Wellington, Kansas 
has been fined $3,200 for not powering down to their nighttime-authorized one Watt. What was 
the special occasion? The owner had entered into a contract to carry Nebraska University football 
games in their entirety and the FCC monitors just happened to be listening when the signal should 
have been at the 1 Watt level. And it wasn't! WRFS-1050 Alexander City, Alabama has been fined 
for not having a locked fence around its tower base. Station officials claim they fixed the fence 
within days after the notice reached them, and paying that amount wasn't economically feasible for 
them. But the FCC wouldn't let them off. 

O Gerry Conkling of Greenbelt, Maryland wrote saying that both 540 in Pokomoke City, Mary- 
land [which has had a CP to change city-of-license to Damascus, Maryland with U4 1000/1000 
since 1996 - Ed.] and 700 in Walkersville, Maryland {which has had a CP to change CoL to Poolesville, 
Maryland with D3 25000/0 since 1996 - Ed.] were both using the WDMV calls. I wrote back 
suggesting they were simulcasting and both had a CP and/or an application pending. Gerry re- 
plied: “As of today (July 3, 2004) . . . both 540 and 700 are not simulcasting (separate programs 
altogether) . . . [but] both stations are identifying as WDMV. The rest of this is pure speculation on 
my part... Pocomoke City is on the Eastern Shore of Maryland. It is south-southwest of Ocean 
City. Walkersville is a suburb of Frederick in what is considered western Maryland and northwest 
of Washington, D.C. Poolesville is practically next to the Potomac River in Montgomery County 
and far north and northwest of Washington, D.C. Also, Damascus is closer to Frederick but east 
and south of it. 540 in Pocomoke City has only one tower and they have always used 500 watts, not 
5,000 watts, during the daytime and if they are on the air at night I'm certain they are using a non- 
directional antenna with possibly 243 watts at night as is listed in the FCC data base. 700 has a three 
tower array in a pyramid setup in Walkersville and their signal is strictly a north-south pattern. 
Right now they're using 5,000 watts DA-D. I don’t think anything is going to happen here unless 
540 gets the construction permit to build near Damascus. If this happens then I think there will be 
one new transmitter site built for both stations and 700 will be 25,000 watts DA-D and 540 will be 
built near Damascus and will have U4 1000/1000 and will have a tight southeast pattern. At first 
540 in Pocomoke City wanted to build a 4 tower site in Brinklow, Maryland, which is south and east 
of Damascus, but I believe that site has fallen through but the Company who owns the station 
wants to move their facilities from Pocomoke City to a more urban area like D.C. and 700 wants a 
better coverage area but why they want to pick Poolesville as their primary city of license is way 
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beyond me.” Gerry promises to keep us informed, but as you saw in Call Letter Changes, 540 and 


700 in Maryland have swapped calls. Roving reporter Jerry Starr add this insight to this situation: 
“To add to the comments re WOMV/WGOP, | passed thru the DC area last week and was able to 
hear good groundwave signals from both 540 and 700. The ToH IDs were WGOP on 540 and 
WDMYV (DelMarVa) on 700. Both these facilities have tendered various applications to relocate, 
each time the proposals are killed by NIMBY [not in my backyard -Ed.]-driven protests. All of their 
proposed sites so far have been in very affluent suburban neighborhoods. Finding enough land to 
build elaborate transmitter sites in the DC metro is nearly impossible due to both ultra high land 
values and the afore mentioned NIMBY factor. 

O Back in Issue 27 we reported that KUTR-820 Taylorsville, Utah, a new station not yet on the air, 
has aCP for U8 50000/2500 CH 10000, and had applied for an amendment asking to increase that 
CH power to 50 kW. Mike Riordan from Salt Lake City reports he has spoken with John Danelli, 
their chief engineer, who said KUTR has been granted that change. They plan to be testing in 
October, needing only a phasor for their array. Their nighttime pattern, by the way, is fairly slender 
using six towers and directed at 019 degrees, while the CH pattern looks like a comic strip’s Otalk 
balloon’ headed toward 347 degrees using two towers. As of the deadline, no notice of a grant has 
appeared in FCC notices, but we'll keep an eye out for it. 

C Stations reported to be silent since the last AMS: KCPW -1010 Tooele, Utah (remains off the 
air), KXKS-1190 Albuquerque, New Mexico and, WCMA-1230 Corinth, Mississippi, KFIF- 
1370 Pearl City, Hawaii, and WVMG-1440 Cochran, Georgia... but good news as WBMQ-630 
Savannah, Georgia is back after about six weeks’ silence. Same format: News/Talk and slogan 
“Newstalk 630, WBMQ”; also, WEWC-1160 Callahan, Florida, WEBO-1330 Owego, New York, 
WAZL-1490 Hazelton, Pennsylvania, WYMM-1530 Jacksonville, Florida (no longer Spanish, 
but gospel), WRSM-1540 Sumiton, Alabama (with C&W), and WSHN-1550 Fremont, Michigan 
(with ESPN Radio // co-owned WUBR-1490 . . . reported with either low power or an inefficient 
antenna) are all ba-a-a-ck on the air. 

O There had been a rumor circulating that KSTP-1500 St. Paul, Minnesota was operating non- 
directional 24 hours. But Mike Riordan once again stepped up and called KSTP's chief engineer, 
who quickly dismissed that information as unsubstantiated and untrue. Case closed! Who starts 
these rumors??? 

O Radio World magazine is reporting that Entercom Communications Corporation plans to con- 
vert 80% of its stations to IBOC over the next four years. The company has six stations converted 
now, one FM in Boston and five FMs in Seattle. Clear Channel has also committed to converting 
most of its stations. Entercom has equipment on order for converting eight more stations, five in 
Portland and three in Denver, this year, according to John Donlevie, Entercom executive vice presi- 
dent and general counsel. Conversion costs for the company are running from about $100,000 to 
$150,000. The company hasn't released what additional markets it will convert, but will likely 
focus on transitioning its FM stations first. Entercom, an Ibiquity investor, has 104 stations.

Herbert Newberry writes that Ira New’s UNID on 710 kHz, reported in the last issue (DXN 7128) is 
WUFF in Eastman, GA. “Obviously, they were on after hours... they simulcast with WUFF-FM 97.5 
using slogan ‘Big Woof Radio’. I’ve heard them here mixing well with WOR and WAQI. A daytime 
regional regular.” 

Also in Issue 7128, Herb states that John Hunter’s presumed KSAH was correct. “Most likely they 
just powered up to their 10,000 daytime authorization... I think their pattern comes toward the south- 
east and northwest to provide some protection to WGN during critical hours.” 

Doug Smith writes that Ira New’s UNID on 920 is WICW, sister station to WXKQ-103.9.

Bruce speaks: The annual Boston Area DXers “DX Clams” DXpedition on July 22/23 was fun as always, 


a rare opportunity to showcase antennas, equipment, and talk shop. The group meets once 
every summer for a clam dinner followed by DXing from Granite Pier in Rockport, Massa- 
chusetts, overlooking the Atlantic. Overall conditions were down although still not bad for 
mid-summer. Most notably absent were Latin American signals with Canada dominant when 
US signals were phase-nulled out, for example 750 kHz had CBGY in clear with WSB nulled 
out, no sign of YVKS. Normally this would be an indicator of a good northern latitude trans- 
atlantic opening, but nothing really materialized. However it could be a sign of things to 
come as the current solar cycle is finally winding down and MW DxX conditions typically 
improve dramatically during August. 


Mark speaks: The 2004 Boston Area DXers “Clams” gathering was a good time as usual. Before the 


Granite Pier DX festivities, Gary Thorburn and I met for dinner at Woodman’s Restaurant in 
Essex, MA. The clams were excellent, of course. By 7 p.m., five of us - Bruce Conti and friend 
Winnie Morales, Chris Black, Gary Thorburn, and I - assembled at the pier site in Rockport. 
Much of the time was spent in conversation, setting up and testing antennas and receivers, 
picture taking, and chatting with some of the locals who were out there to take in the sea 
view on a pleasant late afternoon. As sunset came, some actual DXing commenced. Condi- 
tions weren’t as good as they’d been on my solo visit to the same site two weeks earlier, but 
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1 
some of the more common transatlantics were heard. Static wasn’t too bad considering the 
time of year. I tried out the Micro-Ewe antenna design for the first time; subsequent tests 
have shown even better cardioid pattern results with a “Micro-Flag” design. DXers attend- 
ing this annual event (and the occasional South Shore version in OCT /NOV) often bring out 
some new antenna, accessory, or receiver idea. These get-togethers are always fun, even 
when conditions aren’t the best.

John speaks: MW conditions on July 9" during a brief DXpedition to Grayland, Washington, were 
among the worst encountered in my 18 years of DXing from the Pacific Northwest, with 
only the staunchest of old friends making a showing, largely at max dawn. The 10 and 11" 
saw conditions improving somewhat. The usual mid-summer pattern of most reception be- 
ing from Down Under continued. The only remarkable loggings were several very tentative 
logs to Australia-Northern Territory: Darwin, Katherine and Alice Springs and a presumed 
logging of 1566 3NE Wangaratta on top of the HLAZ FEBC mega-powerhouse on Cheju 
Island, Rep. of Korea.

73 and Good DX! 
How to host an NRC Convention 


Have you considered hosting the annual NRC Convention? Those weekends are the high point of 
the year for many members. There are lots of ways to host an NRC Convention, but here are some 
guidelines assembled by earlier hosts that simplify the whole process. Try it! 


1. SUBMIT A BID FOR A CONVENTION TO THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS: Address: National 
Radio Club, PO Box 164, Mannsville, NY 13661-0164 


; Your bid should give an idea about local hotel room rates and confirm that there is a hotel that can 
reserve about 25 rooms plus a couple of meeting rooms for our weekend. You should also give an idea 
about food services both in the hotel and nearby. If you have had any experience in attending a 
convention of this sort, mention that to your bid. Tell about others in your community who will ac- 
tively help you put on the convention. Include your phone number and e-mail address if you have 
one. 

You may want to start at your local Convention and Visitors Bureau or local Chamber of Commerce 
to tell them about the convention. Often those organizations can help with hotel and restaurant sug- 
gestions and give you information about the local area. They may alert you to community events 
planned for those same days that would interest some of our attendees. 

Do not sign any commitment on your own or on behalf of the National Radio Club. You must be at 
least 21 years of age to sign any contracts. If your bid is accepted by the NRC Board, you will receive 
more information about how to work with hotels, food services and other local organizations that will 
make your convention one of the best. 

2. AFTER YOUR BID HAS BEEN ACCEPTED: 

There are logical steps to follow once you are confirmed by the NRC as the official host for an 
upcoming convention. The NRC Board Chairman may appoint one of the Board members to work 
with you directly and you will receive both a letter and a phone call with that information. He will 
work with you on each of the following points. 

a. Secure a hotel reservation immediately. 

You should ask for 25 rooms to be set aside for attendees and two meeting rooms for 3 days in the 
hotel for our meetings. Be sure the prices they quote you include all taxes and gratuities. 

b. Secure a date and time for the annual banquet (usually held Saturday evening). If the banquet is 
to be held in the hotel, fine! If it is in another building, give some thought about transportation be- 
tween the hotel and the restaurant. 

c. Determine the cost we must charge for attendees. This would include a share of the two meeting 
rooms (but not their sleeping rooms), the banquet, share of the beer and soft drinks. Get okay from 
hotel that we can have our own such drinks. 

d. Canvass the immediate area around the hotel to learn of other places our members might go for 
breakfast, lunch or whatever. 

e. Plan a tour of a local broadcasting station if possible. Note that many stations just don’t have a 
staff in place on weekends, so this may become a Friday event. Decide if their transmitting site would 
be an interesting tour. 

Your Board Member “consultant” will discuss these things with you other amenities about public- 
ity, maps, collecting items to be auctioned on Saturday night, goodies to give attendees, transportation 
between the hotel and airports, bus terminals, etc., and activities for spouses if possible. 

A lot of work? Sure, but spread out over most of a year, you'll be amazed at how easily the pieces 
all fit together. So send in a bid and we'll get back to you shortly! Thanks!

Hello everyone!! This is my first Musing, and I’ve been a member of NRC for many years!! I’m 64 
years old, happily single all my life, and have lived at my present location for twelve years and forty- 
two years in nearby Bethesda, MD. As far back as I can remember, I’ve always carried a radio around 
with me and I was mostly listening to the AM band. What really caught my interest was trying to find 
out why AM signals would get stronger or weaker at dusk and why and how radio stations have 
directional signals. Of course now I’ve found out the reasons why but I still find myself chasing down 
radio transmitter locations in other cities and how many towers these stations use in their signal pat- 
terns. The location of the transmitting towers are of great interest to me as well. Not so much so is the 
DX part of it but I was amazed one February night in the 1960s when I heard and logged KNX on 1070 
kHz in Los Angeles, CA. My first radio was the Hallicrafters DX-38. Soon after that I bought a National 
NC-188, and J still have it today. f have three Grundig sets, the YB-400, T-5000, and the Millennium 800. 
| own a Sony 2010, and Two Icom receivers, the IC-R70, and the IC-R7000, and one Sangean set, and 
there are others. I still try every night for new stations although I now live in a restricted antenna area. 
My newest find was radio station WTAG on 580 kHz in Worcester, Massachusetts. The only radio 
experience [ever had was when I helped recreate the Brooklyn Dodgers baseball games in the early 
1960s for the United Broadcasting Company from the studios of radio station WOOK, in Washington, 
D.C. Out of that experience I met many radio personalities in the D.C. area. I’ve been an Amateur 
Radio operator since 1988. I look forward to hearing from all of you and I'll try to be a more active 
member to NRC. (And thank you Gerald for your report, and we hope you'll check in nwith us from 
time to time-DWS)

Back in my early days of belonging to the NRC there were a number of Latin American stations 
operating in the cracks between the keys, so to speak; that is, spaced 5 kHz from the standard 10 kHz 
channel increments of US stations. Most of these were in Central America, and with a receiver with 
good selectivity, DXing such stations was relatively easy. Nowadays there are only a few such oppor- 
tunities. I remember that Surinam once had a 50 kW station so situated; I believe it was on 725 kHz, 
and it was a South American catch you could count on. Then there was Bermuda on 1235 kHz, often 
relaying the BBC; I understand that they moved to their present 1230 kHz spot to eliminate the 5 kHz 
whistle from the adjacent channel US stations. They were another easy catch despite their modest 1.0 
kW power; now they are lost in the graveyard clutter. I lived in the Washington, DC area until our 
move to Winchester in 1982, and found being 75 miles further inland and on the west side of the Blue 
Ridge mountain was a real obstacle to DXing TAs. Before the move I often copied a German station 
(Mainflingen?) somewhere above 1500 kHz regularly with entertainment quality signals. I also re- 
member getting Radio Senegal for my first African TA. Surprisingly, some of the LWBC stations in 
France and Germany do make it over the mountain to my current QTH more often than 
those in the standard BCB. When Dx Tips reports that listeners in the NE US and Canada 
are hearing BCB TAs that I can’t even detect as carriers, 162 and 183 kHz often produce i 2 
France and Germany, respectively, with readable audio.
